William the Gardiner was fomewhat a younger Man 
than Rodin, but had alfo been long in the Family, and 
mightily eReemed. He was a little warm in his Tem- 
per, and loved to keep what he got, but was otherwile 
a very honelt, open-hearted Man, and a great Joker. 
This laft was his diftinguifhing Talent, nor was he ever 
feen to be fo well pleafed as when he had put the Hall 
intoa Laugh. Rcbin, who had a hearty Friendfhip for 
him, and was a thorough good-natur’d Perfon, humour’d 
him admirably in this Particular, and was glad to afford 
him Opportunity of fhewing his Wit and Spirit, of 
both which he had Abundance, and withal, a due Senfe 
of what he poflefled. In Point of Religion he was 
very moderate, went to Church fometimes, crack d a 
Jeft now and then upon Dr. Crape, and when he was 
difpofed to be merry would fatirize (that was his Failing) 
even our Spiriwal Guides without Mercy. But as it 
went no farther than Words, and when the Fit was over 
he would take a Tankard with the Doétor, or play a 
Set at Back-gammon, it was pafled over ; for as the 
Saying was in the Family, ‘ Wafpifh Wi/l would have 
‘ his Way, let what would come to crofs him.’ But 
his good Qualities at other times made Amends for his 
Peevifhnefs ; and as they were ufed to his Humours, 
the Servants were very well pleafed with him. 

The young GentlemanI before mention'd having great 
Kindnefs for iil, and liking his brisk, lively Temper, 
was conitantly talking to him, and would now and then 
leave him Books toread. Thefe Converfations, and 
the Study of thefe new Authors, quite altered the Man 
in every refpeét. He queftion’d Robin concerning his 
Matter’s Circumftances, and frequently talk’d of look- 
ing into the Family Deeds, efpecially the laftSettler- ne, 
that he might judge how things were managed, and 
whether due Care was taken of Pofterity. After re- 
peated Difcourfes of this Kind, it having been hinted to 
him to mind his Garden and permit his Mafler to mind 
his Eftate, he thereupon took a Refolution of leaving 
his Place, and living on his Copyhold Eflate, which 
was left by an Uncle, who either acquir’d or begg’d it 
in the fame Service. After this, he was continually en- 
tertaining his Neighbours and Sir Georg:’s Servants with 
unaccountable Leétures. He infifted, tat as a Tenant 
to the Manor he was to be let as fully into the Concerns 
thereof as the Steward, nay asthe Lord. He enquired 
affidaoufly into the Title of the Common, quettion’d the 
Expediency of fo many Fifhponds, and becaufe he un- 
derfood the Eftate was a little incumbred, murmured 
at the Houfe-keeping, tho’ the Creditors were perfectly 
eafy, their Principal being fure and their Interett well 
paid. Making much ufe of his Time and Parts in thefe 
Inquiries, Will fpeedily grew acquainted with Men and 
Things, and, having an admirable Knack of Talking, 
was well heard. 

Several of the Servants obferving the Reputation V7/] 
had got, fell to reading and fludying as hard as he. 
They immediately difcovered their own great Capaci- 
ties, and that Affairs in general were ill manag’d. This 
put them on offering their Advice, and attending to all 
things except what lay within their Sphere. By fucha 
Conduét a real Confufion was induced, and thofe who 
minded their own Bufinefs had as much again to do as 
they were wont; upon which, they too grew uneafy.

At this all the idle Fellows in the Parith 
laugh’d; and whereas before thefe Jars began, nine | enths 
of the Parith went duly either to Church or to Meet- 
ing, fcarce any of the new-fangled People go at all, and 
when they do, tis ufually to make a Jeit of the Doétor, 
and to crack Jokes on his Sermon all the Week after. _ 
In fuch a Situation, one need not wonder tnat Sir 
George made fome Alterations in bis Family, for he was 
weary of having a Houfe full of Mafters inttead of Ser- 
vants. hole, whom on thig Occafion he difmifled, 
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loft all Senfe ef Duty and Refpect, they treated Rodin 
the Steward witl foul Language merely for not being as 
mad as they, and fo getting difmiis'd himfelf. Ful! of 
their new Learning, they began to decry his Office, and 
roar’d out one and all, that there never were good Times 
fince Gentlemen kept Stewards. Next, they by Argu- 
ments demonitrated the Unfitnefs of Rodin for the Place 
he held. Firtt, he had held it a long time; whence 
they inferr'd, he ought to hold it no longer. Secondly, 
he was of fo infinuating a Temper, that he gain’d an 
abfolute Afcendency over all who had any thing to do 
with him. ‘Thirdly, whereas all other Stewards com- 
mitted Slips which every body could point out, Rodin 
valued hamfelf on his fpotlefs Condu&, which made it 
expedient, nay neceflary to turn him out, that his 
Faults as well as other Peoples might be diicovered. 
But notwithitanding thefe and many other weignty Rea- 
fons pick’d from Law, Hiflory, and profound Policy, 
all drawn from his Nephew’s Books, nothing could 
move Sir George to anfwer a Word more than Proof, 
Proof; Iwill have Prof. Vhis the Reafoners fay is 
the pure Effect of Prejudice, becaufe Sir George knows 
it is not in their Power. 

With a View of recovering their loft Game, or at 
leait keeping the Houfe in continual hot Water, they 
caule Books of this peftilent Stamp to be brought down 
twice a Week by the Waggon, and have their Emifla- 
ries to lay them in every Window, and on every Table 
in the Houfe. Sir Georre will not order them to be 
thrown out or burnt, becaufe he would not incur the 
Odium of keeping his Servants in Ignorance ; yet he 
has often declared, that thefe Upflaris, who are conti- 
nually yelping at Rodiz, do but ftrengthen his good 
Opinion of him; and til they can brirg better Proof 
than hitherto they have done, he, as well as all Man- 
kind, muft look down with the u:zmoft Contempt on 
fuch mean and bafe Accufations. As for the Steward, 
who but for his Affection to his Mafter had long ago 
quitted his Place, he bears al! with the utmoft Patience. 
‘ For my part, fays he, it has been always my Ma- 

xim, that Books furnith us beft for Converfation, and 
Experience for the Conduét of our Lives. I pretend 
not to enter into philofophical or metaphyfical Inqui- 
ries into the Spring of human Actions. I have tlu- 
died the Functions of my Place thorough'y, and have 
difcharged them to the utmolt of my C»pacity with 
Fidelity. ‘This however will not progect me from the 
Cenfure of Men who argue from Principles of their 
own Invention, and infift I fhould juitify my/felf in tle 
fame Way. 
are both fubject, and thither 1 appeal. I have done 
no Wrong, but my Adveriaries are determin’d naver 
to own me in the right; in this Cafe I am conttrain’d 
to take more upon me than I would, for fhould I 
give way, fucceeding Stewards will never be able to 
diftinguifh between Kight and Wrong. 

Upon thefe Circumftances, which I tet down as tranf- 
mitted to me, I make no Remarks, becaufe every Rea- 
der will naturally make his own: And certainly we are 
moft edify’d by fuch Inftruétions as come from ourlelves. 
Whatever is diétated by another, we seceive with Re- 
gret; but what we difcover in dint of our own Sagacity, 
at once pleafes and improves. We have a Complacency

cannot be render’d probable, but by ill-grounded Innu- 
endoes; becaufe in my Judgment a Miniter has as good 
a Title to his Reputation as another Man, and there 
ought to be the fame I vidence of his betraying his 
Truitt, as of another Man’s forfeiting his Allegiance. 
We know there have been Minifters who have departed 
from their Duty ; and we know too fometimes Jicen- 
diaries have lurk’d under the Name of Patriots: But

Yefterday arriv'd a Mail from Holland. 

Letters of the 26sh ult. N. S. from Madrid fay, that 
the French and Dutch Ambafladors at the Court of 
Spain, having jein'd in their Solieitation, that the Ships 
of thofe Nations which have Englifh Merchandife on 
Board may not be arreited or molelted on that Pretence, 
the King declar'd to them by Don Jofeph de la Quin- 
cana hes Secretary of State, that he was very ready to 
agree to their Demand, provided that the French King 
and che ‘rates General would get the like Security that 
the Frency and Dutch Sh ps having Spanifh Goods on 
Board, thould be no more arrefled or molefted on that 


Majefly looks upon as an equal Violation of the Liberty | 
of the Flags of beth Nations. ‘The intended T'ran{porta- 
tion of Troops to Italy is quite laid afide. 

Letters of the gth Init. N.S. from Breflau fay, that 
the King of Pruffia has refolv’d to continue in his Camp 
at Strehlen in that Neighbourhood, till he is inform’d 
of the Refolutions of the Court upon his laft Declaration; 
and that on the 6th, the Earl of Hyndford, the Britifh 
Minitter, went from his Camp very well fatisty’d, after 
having been there four Days. 

Letters of tNe 28th ult. N.S. from Petersbourg fay, 
that upon the Arrival of Advice from the Emperor's Mi- 
nifter at Stockholm, that the Majority in the Dyet of 
Sweden, infilts upon a fpeedy Declaration of War a- 
gainit Ruflia, and that it was not doubted but the 
swedes would fhortly commit Hoftilities, the Duchefs 
Regeht had order'd twenty-four Battalions to march 
forthwith to Finland ; and had demanded of the Britifh 
Court, that the twelve Men of War which that Court 
has engag’d to furnifh, be fent without Delay to the 
Baltick. 

They add from Petersbourgh, that the Swedifh Mi- 
nifter is going from thence to Stockholm, by Order of 
his Mafter ; that the Swedifh Squadron, which was ftill 
cruizing between the Coafts of Livonia and Finland, 
confifted of fifty Sail; that three thoufand Men were 
actually embark’d at Cronftadt ; and that every Com- 
pany of Grenadiers in all the Regiments was augmented 
with five Officers. The Baron de Lohwendahl, Go- 
vernor of Revel, who is gone to Wybourg to command 
the Troops there, has fent Word to the Ruffian Court, 
that he had found in Finland 26000 Foot, 12000 
Horfe, and 6000 Cofflacks and Calmucks. 

Thofe of the 11th Inft. N.S. from Berlin, fay the 
King’s Brothers the Princes Henry and Ferdinand, have 
had the Small-pox, but are in a fair way of Recovery. 
The Eleétor of Triers continues fo dangeroully ill, 
that publick Prayers are made throughout that Eleéto- 
rate for his Recovery. 

They write from Paris, that they havea Report, that 
M. de Chauvelin will be recall’d to Court, and that a 
Manifefto will fhortly be publith’d, thewing the Mo- 
tives of the King’s fending Troops to Bavaria. 

Letters of the 5th Inft. N. S. from Vienna fay, that 
the Queen of Hungary has confented to yield a Part of 
Silefia to the King of Pruffia, on Condition of its being 
Dependant always as heretofore on the Kingdom of Bo- 
hemia; that the States of Hungary granted the Queen 
a Free Gift of 100,000 Florins at her Coronation, be- 
fides their Offer of raifing and maintaining a Body of 
National Troops ; and that the Elector of Bavaria had 
augmented his Forces to 30000 Men, Part of whom 
were aflembling in the Upper Palatinate. 

The America, Richie, from Glafgow, and the Brenf- 
don, Simpfon, from Whitehaven, both bound to Vir- 
ginta, were taken between the 8th and 12th of May, 
near the Capes of Virginia, by a Spanith Privateer. 

The Field Equipage belonging to his Royal Highnefs 
the Duke of Cumberland, Colonel of the Second Re- 
giment of Foot-Guards, is ordered to be got in Readi- 
nefs with all Expedition ; his Highnefs defigning to go 
abroad with the intended Forces into Germany. 

And Yefterday one of his Majefty’s Yachts was or- 
dered by the Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, 
to be got in Readinefs, in order to carry over his Royal
